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Down Jersey DXing 
By Bill Grim, WOMHK 


So far, not so good for DX this summer. That pretty much summarizes 
DX propagation in recent weeks Down Jersey. There is DX to be heard 
gsurcnm and worked, but it is far less plentiful than in the first few months of this 
a year. Late day and nighttime DXing remain your best bets for success. 
Activity before and after sunrise on the 40, 20 and 17 Meter bands shows 
promise. You have probably noticed that, in general, signals are weaker compared to earlier in the year. 
Local QRN is also taking its toll, but gets you in shape for Field Day operation! You are probably working 
harder for your DX, but that is good training for the eventual demise of Sunspot Cycle 24 which is on the 
horizon. 


As of mid-June, 6 Meters has not blessed us with many openings. Seems like this year is mirroring last 
year's poor showing for the once Magic Band. Even basic 1000 mile or so Sporadic E has been sparse. 
CT1, CU, EA and EA8 have been heard and workable Down Jersey this season, but most of the spots and 
QSOs have gone to the bigger 6 Meter stations with their height, power and abundance of aluminum! But 
the Caribbean has been workable with usually short openings to a variety of places to the southeast along 
with domestic grids coming from Florida and along the Gulf Coast. 


With less DX "action" in the summer, it is a good time to do a little accounting of what you have accom- 
plished DX-wise on the bands. Consider the following to better evaluate your DX success and totals: 


1. Be sure to keep a recent ARRL DXCC List handy and keep it up to date. It's $6 from the League and 
well worth the investment. Check off what you are working on the different bands and by various 
modes. It's a great QUICK reference to what you need and what you have worked. 


2. See how many bands you are utilizing. Is your operating balanced or are you favoring a couple of 
bands over others that might be productive for your count of entities. The same goes for modes. There 
is a ton of DX on CW that you might be easily missing. 


3. What type of antenna(s) are you using on your most successful bands? Is there room for improvement 
possibly by reconfiguring the direction of a wire antenna or getting it a bit higher? The same idea goes 
for an omnidirectional vertical which was my "bread and butter" antenna at my many QTHs over the 
years. Is there some way to get it higher or improve its radial system? 


4. Sure, you can load up a random wire or long wire with many internal transceiver matchers and/or ex- 
ternal antenna tuners. But would you have more success with an antenna cut to resonance on some of 
those bands? Just because an antenna "tunes up OK with matcher" doesn't mean that it is an efficient 
antenna. Solid state transceivers "love" resonant antennas. Make a comparison with a simple cut dipole 
or vertical to compare efficiency with that "compromise" antenna. 


5. Just how good (new and efficient for the frequencies you operate) is that coaxial cable of yours? A 
simple replacement of old coax with quality new lines (and not of excessive length) can sure help your 
signal. Take a look at charts that show the efficiency of different coaxial cables at different frequen- 
cies. Most suppliers of coax (as well as your ARRL Handbook) have handy charts that can be "eye 
openers" to the advantages of revamping your coaxial feeders. 
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6. Keep a log of your antenna SWR readings. Besides obvious visual problems with downed or broken 
antenna elements, a master list as to SWR's on different bands (and mode frequencies) is a great sum- 
mer time check up on your station. Significant changes in SWR's can be related to feedline or antenna 
damage that is not obvious. Detect it now so repairs can be made before the busier DX days of the fall 
and winter. 


And while you are evaluating your station's DX potential, here are a few hot weather stations that should 
be active in July:

(SK) 


A well-known voice in the Amateur Radio news media has gone silent. Bill Pasternak, WA6ITF, of Santa 
Clarita, California, died June 11 following a period of ill health. He was 73. Pasternak was co-founder 
(with Jim Hendershot, WA6VQP) of Amateur Radio Newsline(tm) (formerly The Westlink Report) ham 
radio news webcast and a frequent presence at Amateur Radio conventions. Pasternak served as 
Newsline's managing editor and occasional newscaster for the program. Even while hospitalized earlier 
this year, he kept his ear to the ground for news from the Amateur Radio community, so he could pass it 
along to those who had taken over Newsline during his illness - discovered after he broke two ribs in a 
fall. ARRL Rocky Mountain Division Director Brian Mileshosky, NSZGT, got acquainted with Pasternak 
at the Albuquerque hamfest and in 1997 was named Newsline's "Young Ham of the Year" (YHOTY). 


"An incredible man, ham, and one of Amateur Radio's too-few giants, who woke up every day to make the 
hobby better for everyone, especially its legacy - youth," Mileshosky said. "I've enjoyed the energy he put 
into keeping hams informed via Newsline, and have been honored to give back to his Newsline Young 
Ham of the Year Award program, since being asked by him to sit on its judging panel well over a decade 
ago." 


ARRL Public Relations Committee Chair Katie Allen, WY7YL, said Pasternak would be missed by those 
within and outside the Amateur Radio community. "He truly was one of the good ones," she remarked on 
Pasternak's Facebook page. "Thank you for sharing your light with us, Bill." 


A Brooklyn, New York, native, Pasternak became a radio amateur in 1959 as WA2HVK and once was 
very active on 6 meters. "I love the hands-on approach to ham radio and built my very first transmitter us- 
ing parts salvaged from an old Dumont television set," Pasternak recounted in an online biography. "It was 
a modification of a design by Bill Orr, W6SAI, published in his famous Novice and Technician Hand- 
book. A crystal-controlled, low-power 6 meter AM transmitter that doubled in the final, was screen grid 
modulated, and put out almost no output power." 


He eventually got into broadcasting and made his career in television engineering and production. He re- 
tired as a broadcast engineer with KTTV in Los Angeles in 2012 but continued as a broadcasting consult- 
ant. 


Pasternak was the spark plug behind the all-volunteer Amateur Radio Newsline bulletin - which was re- 
layed on repeaters around the US and elsewhere - as well as the creator and administrator of the annual 
YHOTY. He was the author of three books and served as a writer/producer on several educational films 
and videos, including the award-winning "Amateur Radio Today." In earlier years, he wrote the "Looking 
West" column for 73 Amateur Radio Today Magazine for 26 years and penned a "VHF, FM and Repeater" 
column for WorldRadio. He also contributed to broadcast trade publications as well as to CQ. 


In addition to the ARRL, Pasternak belonged to the Radio Club of America and the Quarter Century Wire-

less Association. He also enjoyed flying, including stints getting on the air from thousands of feet up. 


He was the only person ever chosen to receive the Dayton Hamvention Special Achievement Award 
(1981) and Radio Amateur of the Year Award (1989). In 1995, the League presented him with an ARRL 
National Certificate of Merit in recognition of his contributions to the "furtherance of the goals of the 
Amateur Radio Service." 


Survivors include his wife of 43 years, Sharon, KD6EPW.

There are a number of ways a license holder can obtain an official copy of Yen * Y 


their license. The official license will display the FCC logo and the water- 
mark "Official Copy" will be printed across each page of an official authorization from FCC. 


1. Download and Print License: The licensee can log into the FCC ULS License Manager System 
http://wireless.fcec.gov/uls/ with their FRN and password to ‘Download the Electronic Authorization’ of 
the official license. On the ‘Download Authorizations’ page the license holder will add their call sign to 
the ‘Authorizations to Download’ and then click download. The PDF of the license can be saved to a com- 
puter and printed later or the file can be opened and printed immediately. 


2. Login and Set Paper Preferences: The licensee can log into the FCC ULS License Manager System 
http://wireless.fcec.gov/uls/ with their FRN and password and set their own paper authorization prefer- 
ences for future mailings. This option determines whether a user will receive paper authorizations (printed 
license and FRN information) from the FCC. The license holder would select either YES or NO and then 
click SAVE. By selecting YES, you will continue to receive paper authorizations printed and mailed by 
the FCC. By selecting NO, you will not receive authorizations printed and mailed from the FCC. This 
preference will affect all granted authorizations on this FRN. 


3. Receive License via email: When modifying, renewing or requesting a duplicate copy of the license, a 
licensee who already has an FCC Registration Number (FRN) and provides a valid e-mail address under 
“Applicant Information” while logged in to the ULS system will receive an official ULS-generated elec- 
tronic authorization via e-mail. The action of adding a valid e-mail address into the FCC system can also 
be performed by a VEC filing new, upgraded, modified or renewed licenses on behalf of applicants. 


4. Contact FCC: Licensees may contact FCC Support via the web, by telephone (1-888 225-5322) or by 
mail to request paper licenses. Please note that FCC recently stopped using distinctive paper stock to pro- 
duce hard copy licenses and has been printing these on “standard, white recycled paper.” The Bureau 
noted that the distinctive paper stock it had used was six times more expensive than the plain recycled pa- 
per it now uses.

Additional Information 


An unofficial "reference copy" can always be printed from the FCC’s ULS License database 
http://wireless.fcc.gov/uls/. 


New licensees may choose to register their SSN (social security number) with the FCC and receive a FRN 
before the exam date to make retrieving a copy of their new license after the session much easier. 


VE Teams may accept photocopies or printouts of licenses from the follow sources: the official license or 
reference license printed from the FCC website, and license data printed out from the ARRL website or 
QRZ website. This information can be found on the ARRL web page what to bring to an exam session.

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How far on 2M? 
By Jim Wright, N2GXJ 


For those who have been on our club’s radio Fox Hunts, you’re familiar with attaching a 2 meter hand 
held directional antenna to your HT. But have you ever tried to attach it to a radio capable of doing SSB 
on 2 meters? 


During the weekend of June 13 (the ARRL’s VHF contest weekend, as previewed in last month’s 
Crosstalk), I decided to put the hand-held antenna that I use during fox hunting horizontal on a tripod, and 
hook it up to my ICOM 7000 that has 2 meter SSB capability, to see what would happen. I knew it wasn’t 
ideal, but the tripod was small (about 4 feet), and we don’t have any mountains here in the flatlands of 
southern NJ, so for convenience, I set it up indoors in my second story bedroom, which is on the generally 
West side of the house. I knew being outside would probably be better, but it looked like rain, and the con- 
venience of being indoors, with the side benefit of having the antenna higher up above the ground, 
trumped during this experiment! 


From a little after 18:00 UTC on 6/13 when the contest started, and over the next day, I would occasion- 
ally turn on the radio, scan up and down the 2 Meter SSB portion of the band looking for stations calling 
CQ for the contest — rotating the antenna on the tripod, as necessary, to try and get the best reception be- 
fore trying to call them back. There weren’t that many stations, at least compared to an HF contest week- 
end. So sometimes I’d point the antenna in the general direction of PA or DE and call CQ for a while to 
see if anyone could hear me. 


As you might have expected, I was able to make contacts with a few other stations here in FM29 on 2 me- 
ters, but I really couldn’t hear anyone on 440. So the 2 meter signals were going through the walls OK, 
but the 70 cm ones, not so much. So I just stuck with 2 meters for this contest. Included in my 2 meter 
contacts was fellow club member WOMHK/2. Thanks “down Jersey” Bill for the contact! I also had a con- 
tact with N2DEQ who was nearly $9+40 on my meter. We'd not met before, but with this contact, we both 
discovered that we live in the same town! Pointing the antenna more to the WSW, I picked up a few sta- 
tions in Delaware, such as the Brandywine Radio Club KS3D, (also in FM29, and also operated by another 
Jim; what a great name!). QRZ shows him as being about 24 miles from my QTH. Not bad at all for this 
set up! But it got better... 


I got used to hearing others having exchanges in FM29 (same as my grid) and FN20 (into PA, and in NJ 
up towards Trenton) but occasionally there were surprises. For example, I ended up with 5 different con- 
tacts into FM19, including a contact with a “rover” when he was in that grid, and KIRZ, who I ended up 
chatting with for a few minutes, who said he was in a town called Damascus, outside of Baltimore, Mary- 
land. I did not think that having a conversation on 2 meters with a guy outside of Baltimore was going to 
be possible with an indoor 2 meter portable antenna from here in Southern NJ. Nice! Then when I looked 
him up on QRZ, I was even more surprised. Turns out Damascus, MD is actually west of Baltimore, on 
the way towards Frederick, which put him even further away than I’d originally thought! That was a 116 
mile QSO on 2 meter SSB using my foxhunt antenna indoors on a tripod in my bedroom?!! 


That was not the end of the surprises. When it was over, I reviewed the log. Though I’d only managed 27 
contacts, they covered 10 different grid squares. 10 different grid squares? That’s way more than I would 
have expected with such a modest setup!

In the log was a contact with K8EP in grid square FM09. Looking at a grid square map now, I see FM09 is 
on the other side of FM19. QRZ describes K8EP as the “Eastern Panhandle ARC”, located in Charles 
Town, WV! West Virginia?!! That’s 3 states away (NJ-DE-MD-WV)! Not bad! I wonder what kind of 
super station and/or mountain top they have out there? If I wanted to drive there to see in person, Google 
maps tells me it would take me 2 hours and 58 minutes to find out! What other surprise grids were to be 
found? 


Looking further, I found one entry for FNO0, and another for FNO1. Where are those? The contact I logged 
for FNOO was with W2SO. On QRZ, W2SO is shown as the Lancaster Amateur Radio Club. Surprise! 
That’s not the Lancaster near here in PA. That’s the Lancaster Amateur Radio Club of Lancaster, NY 
(near Buffalo NY). Now I might have busted that exchange in that I copied down FNO00, when QRZ says 
they are in FNO2. Either way, FNO2 or FNO0, they’re both far away! Then I found KA1ZE/3 from FNO1 in 
the log. QRZ plots Stanley’s user reported grid square as FNO1xt, generally North-West of here (314 de- 
grees), in the mountains about 210 miles away! No busted contact there. Woa! Nice job for catching my 
weak signal! 


So there you have it. You just don’t know what’s going to happen until you try! Did anyone else have any 
interesting contacts during the VHF contest this year? 
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Direct path from FM29kr to K8EP in Charles Town, WV 
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Antenna Modeling Teaser

One of the interesting things about being licensed by the FCC as an amateur radio operator is that you are 
allowed to experiment with your radio equipment, including antenna systems. Antenna systems can be 
mysterious. The thing is, it’s hard to understand something you can’t see, touch, or taste. It sure would be 
nice if I could see what an antenna was doing to try and understand it better! Is that even possible? 


Some would say yes, it is possible. In some schools, they teach the concept of wavelength and standing 
waves in a conductor by placing a florescent tube next to the conductor while it is carrying RF energy. An 
example YouTube demonstration using a “magnetic loop” antenna can be found at 
www.youtube.com/watch?v=SUYI8IdkEMA where the author uses a florescent tube to show where the 
voltage maximums are. 


But there is another way that lets you do a bunch of “what if’ experiments, without having to waste time, 
material, and effort building anything until you think you have the design you want. And that is to use 
computer aided antenna modeling software! 


Not yet familiar with antenna modeling software? 


Here’s a teaser: www. hamwaves.com/antennas/modelling.html or if you are an ARRL member, you can 
check out back issues of QST articles referenced from www.arrl.org/antenna-modeling web page. 


How about Arie Voors? Ever heard of him and his 4nec2 software? We’ ll look to do a demo of this amaz- 
ing free software at a future club meeting.

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Propagation Prediction Teaser

all have an effect on if and where stations are going to be able to hear your ham radio transmissions.

Just like with antenna modeling, where it was nice to be able to visualize antenna patterns before you went 
out and built it, wouldn’t it be nice if you could visualize the effect of all of those variables on who would 
be able to hear your signal and when? For example, if you wanted to make a contact with a specific sta- 
tion, when would be the best time of day, and on what band would you two be most likely to be able to 
make that contact? Want to know the answer, for free? 


Professional-grade high-frequency coverage predictions are available using VOACAP online coverage 
maps at www.voacap.com for both point to point, and coverage area predictions. Remember when we 
talked about pskreporter.info, and how you could use that to see where your digital signals were being re- 
ceived on the planet? Well VOACAP tries to predict that for any date and time of day, before you key up! 
It might be an interesting experiment to see how accurate its predictions are compared to actual reception 
reports.... An exercise for the reader, or a topic for a future club meeting? We’ll let you make that call! 
Good luck you experimenters out there!

2. Ifyou have club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he will put 
them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 


3. Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 
4. URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 


5. Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The message will be 
rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 

6. Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. You must 
use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 

7. Ifyou use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the reflector 
does not recognize that address. 

8. Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator has to log- 
in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address as belonging to a club 
member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector.
